In 
the  attempted  capture  of  which  the  Southerners  had  expended 
the  entire  force  of  their  drive  toward  Peking.  Reports  of  casual- 
ties involved  In  the  expulsion  of  the  Southerners  from  the  city 
are  Indefinite,  but  the  loss  of  life  Is  believed  to  be  heavy,  with 
thr  probability  that  many  Tsinan  civilians  will  be  numbered 
among  the  dead.

n/^.ET  your  blow  in  before  the 
V  J  enemy  can  stabilize. '  wa.s  the 
principle  laid  down  by  Brig  -Gen. 
A.  G.  L.  IfcNaughton.  CK.o  .  u  s  c., 
the  new  ofneer  commanding  Mili- 
tary District  No.  11,  in  an  adthess 
given  by  him  last  evening  at  a 
dlimer  \n  his  honor  by  the  Umted 
Services  Institution  of  Vanoouver 
Island. 

General  MrNauRhton  direcf^d  his 
remarks  to  the  trend  of  military  ex- 
periments and  Investigations  being 
carried  on  in  Oreat  Britam  by  the 
Imperial  forces  and  which  were 
aimed  at  meeting  the  new  conditions 
arising  "from"  the  ~hite  war.  niey 
had  to  do  with  the  uses  to  which 
it  was  likely  modem  armies  might 
be  put  in  future  In  introducing 
the  .subject,  he  said  that  he  realized 
that  whenever  a  professional  soldier 
talked  of  war  he  was  likely  to  l>e 
charged  by  an  element  in  civilian 
life  with  being  an  alarmist  and  of 
trying  to  f  oeter  war. 

FROM  DEFENSIVE  ENDS 

"We  are  thinking  of  war."  he  said, 
"not  from  the  active  point  of  view, 
but  from  the  defensive  vlewpomt— 
to  keep  the  defence  of  our  country 
as  sure  as  passible." 

"We  do  net  want  war."  he  added, 
"^f  we  must  have  it.  we  do  not  want 
it  In  our  own  country.  If  we  have  to 
fight,  for  goodness'  sake  do  It  in  an- 
other c  ountry  " 

In  the  matter  of  consideration  of 
the  army  as  a  means  of  defence, 
the  speaker  .said  that  there  mast  be 
considered  also  the  navy  and  the  air 
forces,  as  alUed  with  the  army  in 
the  task  of  war. 

The  dominating  characteristics  of 
war  at  the  present  time  were  the 
machine  gun  and  the  artillery  activ- 
ity. Until  these  were  overcome  they 
were  not  able  to  bring  war  to  a 
close.  If  the  world  had  fo  repeat 
the  experience  of  the  late  war, 
civUlMtion  might  possibly  go  down. 
In  support  of  this  statement,  he 
called  to  the  attention  of  the  of- 
ficers gathersd  to  wticome  him  to 
the  city  the  fact  that  the  average 
bill  for  ammunition  during  the  last 
period  of  the  war  for  the  Canadian 
Army  alone  was  $1,000,000  a  day. 

The  .study  of  the  Imperial  trend  of 
events  In  the  prepn ration  of  its  army 
was  of  importance  to  Canada  inas- 
much as  there  had  been  for  a  long 
time  an  understanding  that  the 
armies  of  Great  Britain,  of  Canada, 
of  Australia  and  other  parts  of  the 
Empire  should  be  based  on  the  same 
lines

Chief  of  Police  John  Fry  was  in- 
structed by  the  City  Police  Com- 
mission yesterday  to  take  steps  im- 
mediately to  carry  into  effect  the 
arterial  highway  proposal;;  under 
the  Streets  lYafBc  llcgulat  lon.s  By- 
Law. 

Certain  streets  will  be  marked  as 
arterial  highways  to  reduce  the 
number  of  automobile  accidents  in 
Victoria,  of  which  there  were  nearly 
500  last  year 

The  following  roads  will  be  made 
arterial  highways  IJouKla.s  Strert. 
from  Pandora  Avenue  norUi  to  the 
city  limiLs.  F'ort  Street,  from  Blan- 
shard  Street  east  to  the  city  lim- 
its: Ftemwood  Road,  from  Yates 
Street  north  to  HlUside  Avenue: 
Gorge  Road,  from  Oovemment 
Street  west  to  the  dty  limits:  Pan- 
dora Avenue,  from  the  junction  of 
Port  Street  east  to  the  city  lim- 
its; Qtiadra  Street,  from  Pandora 
Avenue  north  to  the  city  limiLs 
and  BleoslMkrd  .Street  east  to  the 
Junction  of  Vort  Street 

This  will  mean  that  any  automo- 
biles proceeding  on  these  roads,  In 
either  direction,  lu^ve  the  right  of 
way,  and  all  cross-trafHc  will  have 
to  stop  nrst  before  turning  mto  the 
highway.

Or  w  .T  Black,  director  of  colonisation  for 
the  Canadian  National  Railways,  has  been  ex- 
•  plaining  to  this  newspaper  his  viewpoint  that 
the  British  are  not  "such  a  pioneering  race  as 
they  were  a  generation  apo  '  On  the  strict  in- 
terpretation which  he  piit.s  on  this  viewpoint, 
limiting  his  experienre  to  what  la  happening  In 
Canada,  he  is  perhaps  right,  because  latter  day 
immigrants  expect  governmental  assistance  and 
many  of  them  arc  not  prepared  to  stand  on  their 
o'vn  feet  as  they  did  before  parental  ism  spread 
1L6  pall  over  legislative  effort.  Pioneering,  how- 
ever, in  the  truest  meanmg  of  the  word,  is  not 
neeessarlly  measured  by  the  tramp  of  immigra 
tlon.

WeU,  the  axiom,  "doctors  differ." 
Is  true  of  selenUsts  and  practioally 
everything  tn  this  world.  80  let  us 
introduce  another  pmfessor  of  geol- 
ogy, O.  MeOready  PMee.  and  see 
what  he  has  to  say  on  this  Lyellian 

theory  upon  which  the  antiquity  of 
man  depend.'^.  First  of  a\\.  geolo- 
gists usually  teach  that  life  ha.s  been 
on  the  globe  for  millions  of  years. 
In  a  graded  succession  of  different 
tsrpes  in  well-defmed  mvarlable  or- 
der from  the  lower  to  the  higher 
sod  that  thereto  hes  the  shrongest 
evMeaos'Sf  organic  evolution. 

LyeS's  theory,  which  is  generally 
accepted.  Is  that  successive  ages  of 
tovertdsratei^  llshK'  r'-ptiies  mam- 
mals, were  now  regularly  registered 
In  successive  and  distmcL  layers  or 
stNta  of  fossils,  or  rather  fossillfer- 
ous  rocks  all  around  the  world. 
Textbooks  talk  about  various  succes- 
I  slve  ages  when  only  certain  typej 
of  life  prevailed  all  over  the  globe. 

However,  this  did  not  meet  with 
universal  approval.  Htuley  mys:  "In 
the  present  condition  of  our  knowl- 
edge and  our  methods,  one  verdict, 
not  proven  and  not  provable,  niuso 
be  recorded  agam.si  itn  >:rand 
hypotheses  of  the  palaeontologists 
respecting  the  general  SttOOSSSlve 
life  00  the  globe." 

Sir  Henry  Howorth.  who  wrote  on 
the  gladal  theory,  says:  "It  is  a 
singular  and  notable  fact  that  while 
moRt  branches  of  science  have 
emancipated  themselves  from  the 
trammels  of  metaphysical  reason- 
ing, the  .science  of  geology  still  re- 
main; imprusoncd  in  a  priori' 
theories.'  Theories  must  go  to  make 
way  for  facts. 

Briefly,  against  this  theorv  of  suc- 
cessive ages  are:  (1)  CerUln  fossUs 
should  be  found  at  the  bottom  of 
the  series  or  next  the  Primitive  or 
Archaen.  but  these  "oldest"  rocks 
occur  only  m  detached  patches, 
while  youneer  kinds  are  Ju.st  as 
likely  10  be  found  on  the  r»rlmltive 
or  next  the  Archaean  And  there 
are  other  points  ,"hich  sl'.ow  that 
many  .'acts  regarding  the  position 
of  the  straU  as  well  as  regardUig 
their  consolidation,  contradict  the 
theory  of  sueoesslve  agea 

(3)  MEsny  rtvers,  like  the  Rhme, 
Meuse,  Danube.  Sutley,  Upper  Col- 
orado, completely  ignore  the  sileged 
varying  ages  of  the  rocks  Ore  veins 
of  varloti.s  •iiincr;ils  are  about  as 
likely  to  .d  in  Tertiary  or 

Mesozoic  a^  raiaeothlc.  thus  com- 
pletely disregarding  the  distinction 
In  age  founded  on  the  fossils. 

(3>  Animals  found  as  fossils  in  the 
"oldest"  rocks  have  skipped  aU  the 
other  straw  and  are  found  in 
abundance  in  our  modem  world, 
showing  that  the  ages  of  fossils  are 
purely  artificial. 

(4>  "Young"  beds  like  Me/ww.oic 
Tertiary  or  f  v<-n  Pleistocene  may  be 
found  In  such  perfect  confortnabil 
Ity  on  some  of  the  oldest  beds  on 
wide  stretches  of  country,  and  not 
merely  in  one  locality,  that  the  vast 
interval  of  time  <sald  to  be)  mter- 
vening  is  unrepreeented  dthe.*  by 
deposit  or  erosure.  "as  If  a  single 
formation  was  being  dealt  with" 
McCnnnelli  This  is  over  and  over 
again  repeated  in  the  .same  vertical 
section  as  if  rrcularly  lnterb"dded 
(Ueikic),  showing  that  fossils  are 
neither  older  nor  yotfpgcr,  but  ot 
the  same  age. 

(5)  Over  thousands  of  square 
mOes  the  theoretical  oondltlons  are 
reproduced  upside  down,  that  Is  old 
rock  on  the  top  of  young  rosks.  This 
Is  a  universal  phenomenon  la  the 
Northern  and  Central  Alps  Dr 
Heln  admits  the  strata  are  in  diret  t 
disagreement  with  the  accepted  c; - 
der  of  fosslLs.  but  cannot  explain  it 
In  the  Highlands  of  Scotland  Dana 
says  a  mass  of  oldest  crystalime 
rocks  many  miles  to  length  was 
thrust  at  least  ten  miles  westward 
over  younger  fossUlferous  rocks.  Sir 
A.  Oeikie  says  they  are  like  ordinary 
stratification  planes  with  no  phys- 
ical evidence  to  account  for  It;  the 
f(ml'<  are  in  the  wrong  order.
